Short Sketch of the Career of One of Atlan- 
 ta’s Prominent Citizens. 

The funeral of Mr. E. F. May will take place 
this morning at ten o’clock, atihe First Presbyte- 
rian church. 

Mr. May bas been a prominent and highly es- 
teemed citizen of Atlanta ever since he came here 
in 1875. 

He was born April 8th, 1837, at Fredricksburg, Va. 
He entered the confederate army asa member of 
the Third Georgia regiment, and although twice 
wounded fought through the war, doing his full 
duty as a brave soldier. Movingto Atlanta in 1875, 
he engaged in the manufacture ot furniture, and at 
the time of his death was the senior member of the 
firm of May & Roberts, running the: May Utility 
Works. In Dece nber, 1884, hé.was élected member 
of the council from the fourth ward, at the time 
Judge Hillyer was elected mayor, and served with 
signal ability and fidelt through his term of two 
years, making himself especially valuable as a 
member of the relief committee. For many years 
he has been’a devoted and consistent professor of 
religion, being at the time of his death a deacon in 
the First Presbyterian church.

A FINE CROWD OUT YESTERDAY 


The Balloon Ascension and the Races--A 
Grand Steeplechase Today~A Giori- 
ous Ending of the Fair. 


Today is the last day of the exposition. 

Every man, woman and child in the city 
who has not seen the exposition thoroughly 
ought to go out today. Atlanta started it 
with an enormous crowd, and she onght to 
end it with the same sort. The programme 
for . today excellent. There are bicycle 
races and the best programme of running 
and hurdle races that has been yet offered. 
Our people have never seen hurdle races and 
do not know how interesting they are. The 
hurdle race is fill of excitement and dash. 
The hurdles will be placed close together and 
the jumping will be fine. There will be ten 
hurdles in each race. This is the most ex- 
citing form of racing, and it has been reserved 
as a great attraction for the last day. All the 
famous stables will be represented and the 
entries will be large. 


About the Balloon Jump, 

There was some disappointment that Pro- 
fessor Dare did not make the jump from the 
balloon as contracted. The exposition man- 
agers haye simply this to say: They have 
Professor Myers’s contract that the jump 
should be made. It was advertised with his 
full understanding. The exposition cannot be 
blamed, therefore, for the jump not being 
made. Itis but fair to say that Professor 
Myers has carried out every. contract that he 
has made, and states that he failed on yester- 
day simply because the wind was so high it 
would have been fatal and suicidal for Profes- 
sor Dare to jump from the balloon. The man- 
agers of the exposition regret this. They 
would prefer to have paid ten times the 
amount and had the jump made anyhow, but 
were unable to force it, and Professor Myers 
stated that it would be madness and suicide to 
jump in such a wind, and they did not feel 
they could take the responsibility of a human 
life on their shoulders. — : 


DEL DARE’S ASCENT. 


A Beautiful Ride Yesterday—Some Dangers 
of Ballooning. 

Professor Del Dare made avery dangerous 

balloon ascension yesterday, going up upon a 

slender, aye bar attached to the hydrogen 


balloon used by Carlotta last week, and in the 


midst of a’‘high wind which had blown all day, 
The wind rendered futile all attempts to use 
the parachute attachment with which he was 


'toleap from the balloon ata@ height of 5,000 


feet—the parachute being shaped like an im- 
mense umbrella, 24 feet across, and impossible 
to hold without blowing to pieces or breaking 
all fastenings before released. 

Just previous to the ascent, Captain May, at 
the request of Professor Myers, the aeronautic 
engineer, in charge of the exposition ascension, 
had selected twelve men to assist in letting the 
balloon up carefully. One of the selected men 
must have. been acrank or something worse, 
for just as the men were ready to let the bal- 
loon go, he caught the fine cloth of the -alloon 
in one hand, and with the fingers of the other 
raked an ugly hole in the gas bag which, if not 
immediately discovered, would probably have 
caused the death of the daring aeronaut, if it 
had been possible to release the balloon. 

Immediate discovery of the injury prevented 
Mr. Dare from taking his flight, and Professor 
Myers at once set about repairing the 
damage done. For some time it seemed 
almost impossible to close the breach, as it 
was an ugly, ragged opening through which 
the gas rushed violently at every gust of wind, 
and the balloon was so full of hydrogen that 
no slack cloth remained to aid in closing the 
breach. .Every gust of Wind threatened to 
tear the balloon to pieces. With much skill 
and patience the hole was finally closed tem- 
porarily, and so successfully that the ascent 
was made promptly on the advertised 
time, 3:30 p. m., and _ the _ balloon 
safely carried Del Dare some seventeen miles 
away where a landing was made on the farm 
of Morris White, due southeast from Atlanta. 
thirty minutes after rising. 

In landing the repaired portion of the bal- 
loon gaye way and the bag split from top to 
bottom. Whatthe resué would have been 
had this rupture occurred in mid air it is easy 
to surmise. It will be remembered that upon 
the occasion of the first ascent made here by 
Professor Myers, at the opening of the exposi- 
tion, some crank fired three rifle 
shots at him as he was about descending. 
After the further experience of yesterday 
Professor Myers himself is strongly§j averse 
to ballooning in this section unless there can 
be some restraint placed upon those persoris 
who do not realize that an air sailor has some 
rights which others are bound to respect. 

Professor Dare’s feats, performed on the 
trapeze, hanging in midair at a height of a 
mile or more, first by one hand, then by one 
foot, are enough to make a strong man feel 
faint. 

Soth Del Dare and Professor Myers are ex- 
ceedingly ahxiouws to sap peeely the parachute 
jump from the balloon before they leave here, 
and if today proves calm and favorable, the 
attempt will be-made, or in heu of this a_bal- 
loon race will be operated between Del Dare 
and the noted lady acronant, Carlotta, the 
heroine of more hydrogen gas ascents than 
any other lady living.

A Few Words aor a Striking Work of, 
rt. 


Wandering about the exposition, and enjoy- 
ing the rare. treat offered to art lovers especial- 
ly, one cannot but regret that the exquisite 
reproduction in crayon by Mr. Will Sharp of, 
Munkacsy’s world famons picture, ‘Christ 
before Pilate,’’ which hangs in a furniture ex-: 
hibit in the main building, was not placed 
among the art treasures in the gallery, where’ 
it could have attracted the attention of a’ 
larger num ber. 

The sublime expression of the face 
of the central figure, the Christ, so 
strikingly strong in its portrayal 
of manly strength and grace, together with 
perfect resignation, obedience and love,as well 
as the no less strongly executed twenty-tiye or 
thirty other figures give the work the stamp of 
genius that promises great things from the 
artist in the future. It is to be hoped that 
this grand picture will -remain in the city and 
be placed where all may have the privilege of 
studying it at greater leisure than was possible 
at the exposition. Atlanta is justly proud of 
calling Mr. Sharp one of its own artists. Itis 
understeod that he will soon go abroad to 
spend some years in work and study in the 
leading art centers of Germany.

The company, although a good one, drew 
very light houses, and at. the end of the first 
week Mr. Clayton found that he had fallen 
behind expenses each night and had been play- 
ing, 4s it were, simply to pay hall hive, musi- 
cians, stage hands, etc. Mr. Hyams had 
realized enough out of his seventy per 
cent to pay the board of his com- 
pany each day and something on their 
salaries. The outlook was intensely gloomy 
for the second week, and it was iniatainel to 
makéanew break with a view to pulling out 
even. A small canvas was loaned the troupe, 
and they went out to the exposition grounds to 
give day performances. 1@ agreement was 
that. after the privilege money was paid night- 
ly the remaining, if any, was to be shared 
by Messrs Hyams and Clayton. A strict ae- 
count was to be kept of daily receipts and the 
settlemenf between them was to be made at 
the end of the week. 

The company played Tuesday and Wednes- 
day to small business. The privilege money 
was paid for those days—but on Thursday 
Hyams and his aggregation “skipped’’ out to 
Cincinnati without even telling Mr. Clayton 

ood-bye. A quickly worded telegram from 
thief Connolly to Marshal L. N. Tinsley, at 
Dalton, led to the capture of Mr. Hyams but 
the other members of the company were al- 
lowed to proceed. 

The reasons for the telegram were that Hy- 
ams had, it is alleged, violated his contract by 
failing to settle and had forgotten to return to 
Clayton certain money advanced to pay rail- 
road fares and dodger printing. yams 
at once made overtures by telegram for a set- 
tlement which, after much interchange of tele- 
grams yesterday, was finally effected, the 


money due Mr. Clayton being sent to Chief 
| Connolly, upon which Hyams was at once re- 
leased, Mr Clayton declining to prosecute him, 
although urged by his friends to do so. — 

Mr. Clayton lost over two hundred dollars 
by his speculation and but forthe admirable 
work of Chief Connolly and Marshal Tinsley, 
in catching Hyams before he crossed the Ten- 
nessee line would have lost still more heavily. 

Hyams stated that he hadto advance his 
people $300 before they would come te Atlan- 
ta.
